George was the testimony of Attorney 
w 0 WVrntz, who had represented lier 
in a number of civil actions prior to the 
filing o f Saxton. 
He sought to evade 
testifying on the grounds that what lie 
knew’had been told him by Mrs. George 
aud was a private communication be­ 
tween cou n sel and client. However, the 
court decided to admit the testimony. 
Werntz also told of a series of threats 
aud plans for their execution on tin* part 
of Mr.'. George against the life of Sax­ 
ton. and tho defense brought the re- 
Qiainder of the conversation out which 
proved to be three recitals of Mrs. 
George's version of her relation with 
Saxton and the wrongs she claims to 
have suffered at his bauds. 
A fte r a division from the judge the 
attorney slid , in answer to the state’s 
Question: 
“We talked about the Althouse case. 
She said she was going out to the A lt­ 
house residence to raise h—I with Sax­ 
ton. She said she had a 38-caliber re­ 
volver iii lier trunk.

o ne thigh is almo st to rn fro m the ho ne, 
and there is mu ch do u bt o f Miller’s re­ 
co v ery fro m the wo u nds, besides the 
added danger o f po ssible hydro pho bia. 
The wo lf w*HS Miller’s pet, an animal 
o f u nu su al size and fo r sev eral mo nths 
a no table cu rio sity o f the city. 
Nev er 
befo re had it sho wn v icio u sness to ward 
Miller. 
Ilia co ntro l o f the animal had 
always been co nsidered remarkable, and 
he fo ndled it with tho ro u gh co nfidence. 
The animal was o rdinarily kept in a 
cage as a precau tio n fo r the safety o f 
o thers abo u t the hardware sto re with 
which its master is co nnected, bu t 
when alo ne Miller allo wed the wo lf the 
freedo m o f the bnilding, and o ften it 
has sat o n its hau nches beside its o wner 
fo r ho nrs when wo rk o n bo o ks o r co r­ 
respo ndence kept him do wn to wn. 
When Miller went do wn to wn the 
o ther night, he fo u nd that the animal 
had bro ken o u t o f its cage, and, u po n 
making search, disco v ered it in an alley 
in the rear o f the sto re.

Farragut’s Flagship to Show Her 
Teeth Again.

The glorious old sloop of war H art­ 
ford, from whose wooden sides th u n ­ 
dered th*? broadsides of Farragut, is to 
be made an effective part of our navy 
once more. She was built at the Boston 
navy yard in the year I 80H, and has 
lately been thoroughly overhauled, re­ 
paired and refitted at the navy yard, 
Mare Island. 
A modern battery has 
been placed on board and an additional 
deck added (a light spar deck), cover 
ing hor main battery from the weather 
as well as from injury from small gun 
projectiles during action. The beams 
and stringers of this deck ar© steel, 
with steel angles and fastening connec­ 
tions to the wood hull, and these are 
covered with a substantial deck of Cali­ 
fornia wood. 
On this upper or spar deck, around 
the rail, is mounted a secondary battery 
o f four 6 pounder and one 3 pounder 
rapid fire guns, two Colts and one 5 
inch gun at the bow on the center line. 
Below this, on the gun deck, are mount­ 
ed twelve 5 inch rapid fire guns. This 
battery of modern guns is in strong 
contrast to the ancient smoothbores 
that made the Hartford so famous un­ 
der th© command of the invincible Far­ 
ragut in the civil war. 
It is also su­ 
perior to any of the batteries placed on 
cur late steel gunboats, and but for the 
danger that would result to her in ac­ 
tion, due to splinters and fire, owing to 
her wooden hull, aho would be more 
than a match for most of our new ves­ 
sels, also those of foreign navies of 
near her displacement. 
The vessel is sheathed with copper, 
and having also a large sail spread she 
la capable of making long voyages with

passage of the forts and take New Or­ 
leans. The feat was unquestionably the 
most brilliant achievement in naval his­ 
tory, and has only recently been paral­ 
leled by Dewey’s glorious victory at 
Manila bay. The course that Farragut^ 
fleet had to follow to reach the forts 
was known to be thickly mined, and all 
manner of terrors were apprehended, 
but there was no wavering. “ Hang the 
torpedoes I” 
cried 
Farragut. 
“ Go 
ahead!” 
And the robust language of 
the old fire eater took its place among 
sentences historical. 
Led by the Hartford, from whose 
sides there belched forth fire, smoke and 
metal in a continuous stream, the squad­ 
ron passed the Confederate forts, Jack­ 
son and St. Philip, and took New Or­ 
leans on the following day. 
Farragut 
then attacked aud captured the princi­ 
pal gulf ports of Texas, completing the 
glorious task he had set for himself. 
The name of Farragut was henceforth 
to be enrolled among our leading naval 
heroes, and the splendid old Hartford 
is designed to possess the sam *4 histor­ 
ical importance to the American people

IL* was in a section of town 
generally deserted at nightfall and con­ 
fined in a narrow alley from which his 
frantic cries for help scarcely reached 
the saunterers who finally came to his 
rescue.

The flesh of 
one thigh is almost torn from the bone, 
and there is much doubt of Miller’s re­ 
covery from the wounds, besides the 
added danger of possible hydrophobia. 
The wolf was Miller’s pet, an animal 
of unusual size and for several months 
a notable curiosity of the city. 
Never 
before had it shown viciousness toward 
Miller. 
His control of the ani/nal had 
always been considered remarkable, and 
he fondled it with thorough confidence. 
The animal was ordinarily kept in a 
cage as a precaution for the safety of 
others about the hardware store with 
which its master is connected, but 
when alone Miller allowed the wolf the 
freedom of the building, and often it 
has sat on its haunches beside its owner 
for hours when work on books or cor­ 
respondence kept him down town.

Bigelow, chemist of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent, told the W ade court of in­ 
quiry that the canned corned beef was a 
wholesome and nutritious product—even 
more nutritious than fresh beef because 
of the preponderance of proteids. 
He 
also gave the details of his general in ­ 
vestigation into the canned beef supply, 
showing the meat to bt' a generally sat­ 
isfactory ration. 
Prof. Mallet, professor of chemistry at 
the University of Virginia, presented a 
contrary view. 
He expressed the opin­ 
ion that a chemical analysis was not a 
sufficient test of the character of a food 
product, saying that various conditions 
necessarily must be considered. 
He did 
not regard the canned roast beef as de­ 
sirable ration. 
Rudolph K. Spicer, an undertaker of 
Harrisburg, said he had discovered crys­ 
talline salts on the refrigerator beef iii 
Porto Rico, which reminded him of 
powders used in embalming.

FOUGHT WITH A MAD WOLF 


i Ii 111 loot he I Tin. > Athlete In the FlKht 
or ll is I.ire. 
For ten 
minutes the oth**r night 
(tem* Miller, a prominent yonng society 
man and athlete of Chillicothe, Mo., 
had the fight of his life with a mad 
wolf Ile had only his hands with which 
to defend himself from the infuriated 
animal. 
He was in a section of town 
generally deserted at nightfall and con­ 
fined in a narrow alley from which his 
frantic cries for help scarcely reached 
the saunterers who finally came to his 
rescue. 
Miller lies in bed covered with band­ 
ages from head to foot and with 25 dis­ 
tinct wounds of the infuriated animal’s 
teeth on his body, besides innumerable 
scratches from its claws. 
Tile flesh of 
one thigh is almost torn from the hone, 
and there is much doubt of Miller’s re­ 
covery from the wounds, besides the 
added danger of possible hydrophobia. 
The wolf was Miller’s pet, an animal 
of unusual size and for several months 
a notable curiosity of the city. 
Never 
before had it shown viciousness toward 
Miller. 
His control of the animal had 
always been considered remarkable, and 
he fondled it with thorough confidence. 
The animal was ordinarily kept in a 
cage as a precaution for the safety of 
others about the hardware store with 
which its master is connected, but 
when alone Miller allowed the wolf the 
freedom of the building, and often it 
has sat on its haunches beside its owner 
for hours when work on books or cor­ 
respondence kept him down town. 
When Miller went down town the 
other night, he found that the animal 
had broken out of its cage, and, npon 
making search, discovered it in an alley 
in the rear of the store. 
Apprehending 
no trouble, he approached his pet and 
sought to grasp it. 
Instantly the wolf 
sprang at his master, striking him full 
in the breast. Fortunately Miller with­ 
stood the force of the animal’s jump 
and did not falL 
Before he had fully 
recovered from his surprise the wolf s 
teeth were sunk deep into his shoulder, 
and then began his remarkable battle. 
There was no light in the alley. Few 
persons ever passed that way at night. 
Not even a stick or stone was within 
reach, and he had no opportunity to 
grasp a weapon, even if one had been 
at hand. 
Loudly shrieking for help, he 
sought to escape, hut the wolf clung to 
him with the tenacity of a leech. 
Twice, thrice, a half dozen times he 
tore the animal from its grasp, but he 
could not kill it with his bare hands, 
and be could not get by it to the one 
entrance to the alley. Again and again 
the wolf jumped on his master, each 
time inflicting horrible wounds, and 
still no footfall promised succor. 
Torn and faint from pain and loss of 
blood, young Miller fought foot by foot 
to the mouth of the alley. 
Then, just 
as he fell at last before the force of an 
other leap of the maddened animal, 
with senses all but gone and the wolf 
teeth in his flesh, he heard voices and 
fainted 
The rescuers were close at 
hand, hut could not reach him in time 
to prevent the w olf’s further m utila­ 
tion of his body as lie lay unconscious, 
and they had scarce appeared in sight 
before they, too, were put on the de­ 
fensive. 
But Miller’a fight had been so brave 
and muscular that the wolf bad felt its 
effects. 
Each of the three men who 
came to the rescue of the unfortunate 
Miller exhibits wounds inflicted in the 
further battle with the wolf, which for 
a time drove them back. 
Returning to 
the still unconscious form of Miller, the 
wolf fastened its teeth into his thigh 
and was taken unawares at the time, 
the three rescuers, stirred by the horror 
of the situation to a point almost of 
forgetfulness, throwing themselves poll 
mell on to the brute. 
Fortunately one 
.»f tile men carried a large pocketknife, 
and it was with this weapon that the 
mad anima) was finally dispatched.—

UarriHburi; Undertaker Told of What 
Ile Dlgcovered on Refrigerated 
Heel’ iii Porto Bleo. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 14.—Dr. W. D. 
Bigelow, chemist of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent, told the W ade court of in­ 
quiry that the canned corned beef was a 
wholesome and nutritious product—even 
more nutritious than fresh beef because 
of the preponderance of proteids. 
He 
also gave the details of his general in ­ 
vestigation into tin* canned beef supply, 
showing the meat to be a generally sat­ 
isfactory ration. 
Prof. Mallet, professor of chemistry at 
the University of Virginia, presented a 
contrary view. 
He expressed the opin­ 
ion tliat a chemical analysis was not a 
sufficient test of the character of a food 
product, saying that various conditions 
necessarily m ust bo considered. 
He did 
not regard the canned roast beef as de­ 
sirable ration. 
Rudolph Iv. Spicer, an undertaker of 
Harrisburg, said he had discovered crys­ 
talline salts on the refrigerator beef iii 
Porto Rico, which reminded him of 
powders list'd in embalming.
